It 
in confidently relied on, that the wooed and iron working together on 
the rail will peeserve the rotandity of the wheel, while the break may be 
applied to the iron and notte the wood. It is, in fact, considered almost 
impossible for the wood and iron not to wear uniformly together, which 
will be a great attainment in the railway system. Cast.iron and wooden 
wheels will not cost above two-thirds of the wrought-iron wheels at pre- 
sont in use, and be much more durable, and greatly save the rails from 
wear and curving. 


COAL IN THE UNITED STATES. 

Tt has been observed that coal not only abounds in the British Isles 
more than anywhere else in Kurope, but seems to accompany the British 
race in ite migrations, It bas been al found in more than one part 
of Australia, and we believe also in New Zealand; but the Nerth Ame- 
riean coal mines, perhaps, surpase those of all the rest of the world in ex. 
tent. The following aceount of them, which we copy from a Philadelphia 
peper, ls probably exaggerated, but it po doubt contains a large portion 
of truth. The assertion that the western bituminous coal-field contains 
ten (howsand times more coal than England, Seotland, and Ireland is ri- 
dieulous , if the writer had struck out the ‘ thousand,” and said simply

The 
coal ia the towaship of Shelf, is perhaps superior to that in other parts of the 
parieh. It is divided into hard aed soft bed, the first being known by the 
duller appearance of its texture, and by ite being from twenty five to thirty 
yards nearer the surface than the eccond, which bas a brighter lustre. Some 
of the shafts yield coal of a very iaferior kind, which is used only for engines. 
The greater a, however, answers well for kitchen fires, and is much im- 
proved by mixing it with the coal of some ocighbouring districts, as that 
from Wyke, Wakefield, Dewsbury, &c., or with that from the north of Ea. 
gland. It te cu for these who can afford it, to adopt this practice, 
but the great balk of the population, no ove will deny, bere the coal of the 
parish alone.
